REFUSES TO ACCEPT OFFER 


George F. Davis Says He W as Prom ­ 


ised $5,000 to Slay Attorney for Na 


tional 
Erectors’ 
Association 
and 


Told to “ Get” Detective W illiam J. 


Burns if Possible. 


New York, Oct. 3.— George P. Davis, 
alias George O’Donnell, the ironworker 
arrested in connection with dynamite 
outrages in the East, confessed, ac­ 
cording to his captors, that he was the 
man chosen to kill W a lter Drew, attor­ 
ney for the National Erectors’ asso­ 
ciation, in December, 1911, after Drew 
was charged 
with 
kidnapping John 
McNam ara. 
It was suggested also that he try to 
“ get” W illiam J. Burns, the detective 
employed by Drew and his associates 
to unearth the dynam ite conspiracy. 
The price on Drew's head at that 
time, Davis said, was $5,000. 
"I told them,” his confession sets 
forth, “ that 1 didn’t want to mix up 
in such business.” 
The conspiracy thought to have been 
broken up by the conviction of R yan 
and others still exists, according to 
D avis’ confession. 
W ith the exception 
of H arry Jones the men he mentions 
in connection with his various dyna­ 
mite jobs already have been arrested, 
although Ills confession indicated that 
the government had not obtained all 
the 
incrim inating 
evidence 
against 
these defendants when they were tried 
at Indianapolis. 
Foster, the l-ouisville detective who ' 
shadowed 
the 
ironworker 
through j 
Eastern cities several weeks ago, when 
Davis was displeased with his treat­ 
ment by the union, persuaded him to 
make a full confession. 


Quits Job at Pittsburg. 


This was Sept. 16. 
For a week 
Davis had been working in Fittsburg 
for the Thompson-Starrett company. 
Then the local delegate of the Iron­ 
workers’ union told him he must pay 
a $26 initiation fee to the local union 
or quit work. 
Davis quit. 
The detective told him that he knew 
all 
about 
his 
deeds 
anyw ay 
and 
Davis, feeling that the union had de­ 
serted 
him, 
accompanied 
Foster to 
New York. 
Here, in the presence of 
representatives of the federal district 
attorney and the National Erectors’ 
association, he dictated and swore to 
the long detailed confession given out 
by the district attorney. 
Davis said he had been an iron­ 
worker since 1900 and had been em­ 
ployed at Denver, Fueblo, St. I>ouis, 
New York, Washington, 
Providence, 
Cleveland, Pittsburg and Birm ingham . 
In the early days of the troubles be­ 
tween the union and the bridge build­ 
ers he was a member of the entertain­ 
ment committee, whose duty it wan to 
assault nonunion workers. 
He began 
his career as a dynam iter at Tren ­ 
ton, N. J. 
In detail the confession describes 
how Davis blew up or tried to blow 
up buildings and bridges in cities and 
towns of the East. 
It was during his 
preparation of plans to destroy a new 
building at Fall R iver, April 26, 1.908, 
that Davis tirst came into communi­ 
cation with H arry Jones. 
He says 
he got Jones at Indianapolis on the 
telephone and asked him for money. 
Jones, he asserts, sent $50. Davis said 
that Jones was fam iliar with the work 
he was doing. 


Served Two Years in Prison. 


Under the name O’Donnell, Davis 
was arrested for the F a ll R iver Job 
and served two years in prison. D ur­ 
ing his 
prison 
term, he says, his 
friends “ made a couple of noises” in 
other parts of New England to con­ 
vince the authorities that Davis, or 
O’Donnell, was not the only person 
doing dynamite work. 
A fter he left 
prison otiicers of the union gave him 
money and he went to his home in 
Coffeyville, Kun. 
John J. McNam ara 
wanted him to take up his old trade 
in Oklahoma, but he refuged, becauso 
it was too near home. 
The arrest of the McNam aras fol­ 
lowed goon and at the advice of Presi­ 
dent R yan, Davis says, he returned 
to the East. 
One of his latest exploits 
was dynamiting a bridge at Mount 
Vernon under the direction of Frank 
C, Webb, a New York member of the 
executive committee of the union, w'ho 
is now serving six years In prison. 


A feature of D avis’ statement was 


a Btory of a gigantic scheme to set 
off simultaneous explosions in Omaha, 
R an 
Francisco, 
St. Louis and 
New 
York city, while the McNam aras were 
in jail. 
This was to create the im ­ 
pression that the McNam ara brothers 
were by no means responsible for all 
the dynamiting in the country. 
The 
consummation of the plot was nipped 
by the confession of the two men in 
JuU.

EATON INQUEST POSTPONED 


W ill Be R esumed Before Trial of the

Hingham, Mass., Oct. 3.— The mys­ 
terious death of R ear Adm iral Joseph 
Giles Eaton at his home in Assinippl 
seven months ago was the subject of 
further secret inquest.

dence adduced at the inquest that 
Mrs. Jennie M. Eaton, the adm iral’s 
widow, who is charged with murder­ 
ing her husband by administering poi­ 
son, is to be tried Oct. 14. 


A t the conclusion of proceedings the 
inquest was again adjourned indefi­ 
nitely, but District Attorney Albert S. 
Barker announced that it would be re­ 
convened before Mrs. Eaton is brought 
to trial.

George F. Davis Says He W as Prom ­ 


ised $5,000 to Slay Attorney for Na 


tional 
Erectors’ 
Association 
and 


Told to “ Get” Detective W illiam J. 


Burns if Possible. 


New York, Oct. a,— George F. Davis, 
alias George O’Donnell, the ironworker 
arrested in connection with dynamite 
outrages in the East, confessed, ac­ 
cording to his captors, that he was the 
man chosen to kill W alter Drew, attor­ 
ney for the National Erectors’ asso­ 
ciation. in December, 1911, after Drew 
was charged 
with 
kidnapping John 
McNam ara. 
It was suggested also that he try to 
“ get” W illiam J. Durns, the detective 
employed by Drew and his associates 
to unearth the dynam ite conspiracy. 
The price on D rew ’s head at that 
time, Davis said, was $5,000. 
‘‘I told them,” his confession sets 
forth, “ that I didn’t want to mix up 
In such business.” 
The conspiracy thought to have been 
broken up by the conviction of Ryan 
and others still exists, according to 
D avis’ confession. 
W ith the exception 
of H arry Jones the men he mentions 
in connection with his various dyna­ 
mite jobs already have been arrested, 
although his confession indicated that 
the government had not obtained all 
the 
incrim inating 
evidence 
against 
these defendants when they were tried 
at Indianapolis. 
Foster, the lo u isville detective who 
shadowed 
the 
ironworker 
through 
Eastern cities several weeks ago, when 
Davis was displeased with his treat­ 
ment by the union, persuaded him to 
make a full confession. 


Quits Job at Pittsburg. 


This was Sept. 
16. 
For a week 
Dnvis had been working in Pittsburg 
for the Thompson-Starrett company. 
Then the local delegate of the Iron­ 
workers’ union told him he must pay 
a $U6 initiation fee to the local union 
or quit work. 
Davis quit. 
The detective told him that be knew 
all 
about 
his 
deeds 
anyway 
and 
Davis, feeling that the union had de­ 
serted 
him, 
accompanied 
Foster to 
New York. 
Here, iii the presence o? 
representatives of the federal district 
attorney and the National Erectors’ 
association, he dictated and swore to 
the long detailed confession given out 
by the district attorney. 
Davis said he had been an iron­ 
worker since 1900 and had been em­ 
ployed at Denver, Pueblo, St. lxmis, 
New 
York, Washington, 
Providence, 
Cleveland, Pittsburg and Birmingham. 
In the early days of the troubles be­ 
tween the union and the bridge build­ 
ers he was a member of the entertain­ 
ment committee, whose duty it was to 
assault nonunion workers. 
He began 
his career as a dynam iter at Tren­ 
ton, N. J. 
In detail the confession describes 
how Davis blew up or tried to blow 
up buildings and bridges in cities and 
towns of the East. 
It was during his 
preparation of plans to destroy a new 
building at Fall River, April 26, 1908, 
that Davis first came into communi­ 
cation with H arry Jones. 
He says 
he got Jones at Indianapolis on the 
telephone and asked him for money. 
Jones, he asserts, sent $50. Davis said 
that Jones was fam iliar with the work 
he was doing. 


Served Two Years in Prison. 


Under the name O’Donnell, Davis 
was arrested for the F a ll R iver job 
and served two years in prison. Dur­ 
ing his 
prison 
term, he says, his 
friends “ made a couple of noises” in 
other parts of New England to con­ 
vince the authorities that Davis, or 
O’Donnell, was not the only person 
doing dynamite work. 
After he left 
prison officers of the union gave him 
money and he went to his home In 
Coffeyville, Kan. 
John J . McNam ara 
wanted him to take up his old trade 
in Oklahoma, but he refused, because 
it was too near home. 
The arrest of the M cNam aras fol­ 
lowed soon and at the advice of Presi­ 
dent Ryan, Davis says, he returned 
to the East. 
One of his latest exploits 
was dynamiting a bridge at Mount 
Vernon under the direction of Frank 
C. Webb, a New York member of the 
executive committee of the union, w’ho 
is now serving six years in prison. 
A feature of D avis’ statement was 
a story of a gigantic scheme to set 
off simultaneous explosions in Omaha, 
San 
Francisco, 
St. Louis and 
New 
York city, while the McNam aras were 
in jail. 
This was to create the im­ 
pression that the M cNam ara brothers 
were by no means responsible for all 
the dynamiting in the country. 
The 
consummation of the plot was nipped 
by the confession of the two men in 
Jail.
